Ice-coated and _ frost-bitten, 
three companies of the city fire

Damage is estimated at he- 
tween $180,000 and $15,000. 
Breaking out at 5:15 a.m., Tues- | 
day, the flames travelled with | 
lightning speed through the build- 
ing, which adjoins the Franciscan 
College and the Roman Catholic 
church. Two alarms brought out 
enough men and equipment to save | 
the buildings on each side of the 
doomed structure, but little could 
be done to save the seminary itself 


FATHERS FORCED OUT 

Fathers of the Roman Catholic 
church who were sleeping in the 
seminary were forced to flee in 
their night attire to safety, as the 
blaze spread through the old build- 
ing with alarming rapidity. 

The first alarm, at 5:15 a.m..| 
brought out men and equipment} 
from number seven fire hall and} 
three lines of hose were quickly 
strung and water brought into play. 
Chief Albert Dutton, at the first | 
alarm, tore out from number two! 
hall and took personal direction of | 
the fight against the flames.

WASHINGTON, Dec, 26.—"Rug- 
ged individualism” among nations, 
several Washington government 
farin economists say, is forcing the 
United States into a policy of eco- 
nomic nationalism in self-defence. 


Pointing to a continuing decline 
in agricultural exports despite re- 
cent overtures to woo foreign cus- 
tomers, they predict control of crop 
production is only in its infancy. 


From all present indications this | 


group, all of whom preferred not to 
be quoted by name, said American 
farmers may face the necessity of 
restricting production, probably on 
a compulsory or semi-compulsory 
basis, for many years to come, or 
be confronted with huge new sur- 
pluses and depression of prices.

barter plans now under way were! 


scorned by this group as stop-gaps 
and artificial stimulation of trade. 
Four factors were held respons- 


ible for the present trade situation: | 


1—Economic self-sufficiency of 
nations, based on politics and self- 
defence rather than on economics 

2—Exchange restrictions due to 
the present variance in money 
standards. 

3—The tariff policy of the Unit- 
ed States which forbids payments 
in goods for products we export. 

4—Development of substitutes in 
other countries for many American 
manufactured goods, such as mach- 
inery and agricultural products, 
particularly cotton. 


VESTED INTEREST PRESSURE 

Of these the tendency toward 
economic nationalism is regarded 
as the strongest. Since the world 
war efforts in most foreign coun- 
tries have been 
producing within the borders of 
each, all the goods for which there 
is a demand, these economists said 

They said new groups of “vested 
interests” have grown up around 
each government and are insisting 
that government assistance to them 
continue.

Engineer B. Burrell, in charge 
of the “Maple Leaf”, passenger train 
No. 16 of the Canadian National

TAKEN TO HAMILTON 

Most of the injured were taken to 
the Hamilton General hospital, but

ACT OF HEROISM 


Douglas Mackie, a reporter for 
the pon gf Star, was in the sec- 
ond coach ahead of those smashed.

The scene of the disaster was in 
a rugged section of country. The 
railway line runs alongside the 
edge of the Dundas valley, high 
over the quiet little town.

No official statement could be 
obtained as to responsibility for the

REDUCED SHOCK 


Somehow the tralnmen managed 
the deed.

QUICK WORK 
A band of armed men raided and robbed a 
bank in Montreal. Twenty-five minutes later 
they were in custody. Radio calls sent out from 
police headquarters sent prowler cars scurrying 


to head off the fleeing thieves, and they were | 


caught with no chance to make a get-away by 
using their weapons. 

The radio was long ago brought into the 
service of organized, big scale crime. Less 
promptly, it is being made an instrument for 
hunting down criminals and thus discouraging 
crime. It is now part of the standard equip- 
ment of police forces in al] large cities. One has 
only to listen in during the night on a short- 
wave receiver to learn how widely and con- 
tinuously it is used by them. 

A few years ago it was proposed to supply 
this equipment to Edmonton's police force, but 
the cost was thought prohibitive at the time. 
There is plenty of evidence, and it is accumu- 
lating rapidly, that even in cities of this size it 
is an effective aid in the catching of law-break- 
ers. - A fleet of radio-directed prowler cars 
should be particularly useful in rounding up 
morons who molest women on the streets, a 
class from whom Edmonton does not appear to 
be entirely free. 


ALWAYS “READY” 


“The Old Guard can die; it never surren- 
ders.” Hon. George Hoadley told the U.F.A. 
head-men in the Okotoks-High River constitu- 
ency if they wanted him to run again as their 
candidete “I will be ready.” 

That was putting it mildly. He would be 
ready to run anyway, anywhere, any time. What 
the U.F.A. strategists had to find out was not 
whether he would run as their candidate if they 
invited him, but whether he would run if they 
didn't 

It isn't likely they found that out, but they 
can draw their own conclusions from the record. 
If the veteran Minister of telephones has missed 
a chance to “mix it” in an clection contest in 
the last quarter of a century it has been by in- 
advertence, and not of choice. One just can't 
vision him standing on the side-lines among 
the spectators when there is fighting going on 
in the arena. There have even been times when 
the party tactitians did not want him to plunge 
into the fray, but he plunged in all the same 

If the party managers think it is time now 
for him to take a well earned rest they are 
misteken in their man. Rest is one thing the 
Hon. George does not pine for, if it means re- 
tiring from public life. When the U.F.A. 
proselytized him from the Conservative leader- 
ship they took on something in the nature of a 
continuing responsibility. 

If they are now going to muster him out 
of the ranks they will likely have to get Pre- 
mier Bennett to appoint him to the Senate 
And, thorough-going Conservative that he is, 
there have been many worse appointments 
made to that body. 

AT. THE WAILING WALL 

Edmonton's eastern-owned newspaper, oper- 
ated as an exponent, advocate and apologist for 
“sound” money and tightened belts in Edmon- 
ton, wails pathetically to the city council “Do 
Not Omit Sinking Fund Levies.” 

It is admitted by the local champion for 
wrecker-findnce that Vancouver is short 
$7,000,000 in its sinking fund; that Saskatoon is 
short $125,000 for the year; that Calgary 
only putting into the fund what money is left 
after paying running expenses; that of the 
larger western cities Winnipeg and Edmonton 
alone have their funds fully paid up; that Ed- 
monton during two or three war years gave the 
sinking fund board treasury notes instead of 
cash—and that nothing terrible has happened 
to any of these cities in consequence of having 
deferred sinking fund payments in whole or in 
part. Vancouver, it is said, is paying a lower 
rate of interest to the bank on current borrow- 
ings than Edmonton is paying. 

Despite all this, the city council is given to 
understand it would be committing some un- 
precedented and unpardonable offence if it 
should defer payments to the sinking fund for 
1935, and that some unspecified kind of a Damo- 
cles’ sword would be suspended above the city 
in consequence. 

As to what council can do in the alternative 
no advice is offered; other than the standing 
advice that it should cut wages at the city hall, 
dismiss civie employees, curta!! civic services, 
dislocate and destroy business in Edmonton in 
order that the usual number of dollars may 
be dropped into a sinking fund already ample 
for all requirements. 

With three-quarters of a million dcllars 
worth of property passing into possession of the 
eity this year, and off the tax-roll, and with 


one-quarter of the homes in the city liable to 
confiscation for tax arrears, this amounts simply 
to a proposal that council] should go on demand- 
ing more than there is any chance of collecting, 
and proceed with the suicidal process of strik- 
ing more names off the tax list, adding more 
names te the relief list, crippling business in 
the city—and all this without accomplishing the 
purpose. 

By no amount of salary-slashing and em- 
ployee-firing at the city hall can council bring 
the expenditure for 1935 down to a figure 
$1,100,000 below that of 1934. And unless there 
is that reduction in expenditure, the tax rate 
cannot be cut from 64 mills to 45 mills, a rate 
to which council is pledged, and which is quite 
as high as there is any hope of collecting. 

To effect this retrenchment and make this 
reduction in the rate, only one course offers. 
That is to suspend payments into the sinking 
fund for the year, amounting to some $700,000. 
No endangering of the bond-holder's security 
is involved. On the contrary, his security will 
be not only threatened but positively menaced 
if council goes on killing off taxpayers by mak- 
ing impossible demands upon them. 

Tearful appeals to council to budget for 
money it knows it will not get and does not need 
to collect will neither save the property of tax- 
payers nor validate the security of bondholders.

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Not that there isn’t plenty of things to com- 
ment on. There never was a greater supply of 
foibles and follies, and surely there never was 
a greater supply of vital, moving and significant 
forces at work in the world for a humble inter- 
preter to discuss. Verily, the world is going 
through a mighty revolution with amazing 
speed and safety. What course lies before us 
no man can say, though the general direction 
is clear. A stone beneath a glacier in Jasper 
Park divides the flow of water to the sea, send- 
ing one stream to the east and another to the 
west, though both mingle in the mighty oceans. 
So is it with our lives, and so is it with nations. 
If the coming year, 1935, sees a war on the 
Pacific that humbles American pride in the way 
suggested in this column a week ago, next 
Christmas may see a provisional government of 
an entirely new character installed at Wash- 
ington that may alter the whole course of life 
on this continent. What may happen in the 
jumble that is Europe is beyond my ability to 
predict. The past five years have been prepara- 
tion for anything in the way of change. That 
Mayoral election in Vancouver, which the 
Montreal newspapers are trying to explain 
away, is an evidence of the temper of people all 
over the continent. 

As acute readers of this column may have 
divined, I've been spending a great deal of my 
time for the last six months at Vancouver. I've 
been liquidating some old affairs so as to leave 
my mind free for more important things in the 
future. Among the advertisements of men piti- 
fully wanting work and pleading their dire 
need, is the following from a Vancouver paper: 

“Young man, husky, intelligent, wants 
job with reasonable pay. If he does not get, 
will be forced to start new theory of mon- 
etary reform.” 

That's one advertiser who might be better 
employed on his new theory of monetary reform 
than in driving a truck or piling lumber. The 
world needs monetary reform as urgently as he 
needs a job. 

A fortnight ago I went into a Vancouver 
bank where for the past 12 years I've always 
had a balance to my credit. I'd paid out about 
$2000 for overhauling a boat for which a sale is 
pending for $7000, and which has a charter 
arranged to bring it over $3000 net. I'd an out 
of court settlement of a dispute and an interest- 
bearing mortgage to secure another debt, for 
$1750, both shortly to be paid. Without any 
personal debts, with $8750 income-bearing 
security, a balance in the saving branch, a 
record for having always met my obligations 
when due and a salary that (Note to Printer— 
Don't let the publisher see this) is more than 
adequate for my personal needs, I thought I'd 
borrow $800 and discharge all my business bal- 
ances as a sort of Christmas present to current 
creditors. A catechism, somewhat as follows 
took place between the bank manager and my- 
self: 

B. M.—Why do you come to me? 

I-—Because I've been a satisfactory customer 
before, have a balance here, have ample security 
and because you advertise you have money to 
loan on security. 

B. M.—We don’t like this sort of security. 

I—It's perfectly good and income-bearing. 
But suppose it weren't; I still would be able to 
pay off the loan out of my salary. Here's a re- 
lease of a mortgage for $3000 on my Vancouver 
home and island that I paid off three months 
ago, and to which I hold clear title. 

B. M.-Why did you pay off the mortgage? 
You shouldn't have done that. 

I—I paid it off because it was due and I had 
the money. 

B. M.—Why don't you make these people 
wait? That's what I'd do. 

1—They're not pressing me, but I may leave 
the city any day and it’s better for them and 
for business generally if debts are paid. You 
advertise that you have the money to loan and 
I'm only taking you up on your offer. 

B, M.—No; we can't do it. Now if you give 
us the sort of security we want.... 

I—Well, what do you want? 

B. M.—Now if you can give us listed stocks 
and bonds to a sufficient mdrgin, or a good en- 
dorser! But not otherwise. 

So I'm for the chap who wants to reform 
our monetary and banking system.

Macaroni, Spaghetti and | SIDE GLANCES-By Geo. Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


With the coming of the winter months, the 
average person will be able to digest and assim- 
ilate larger quantities of the starchy foods. 
Among the more wholesome starches we find 
the Italian pastes, macaroni, spaghetti, noodles 
and a host of similar products manufactured out 
of white flour and water into 
hundreds of shapes, such as 
stars, crescents, shells, the 
alphabet, sheets, etc. Some- 
, times eggs are added to these 
pastes, but this type is actu- 
ally not so desirable as the 

cheaper brands manufac- 
tured without eggs. 

The invention of these 
products is generally credited 
to the Italians, but the re- 
cords of history show that the 

Chinese were the real inventors, and that the 
idea for these pastes was introduced into Italy 
by a party of German traveling merchants. 
However, it was the Jtalians who realized the 
value of the idea and finally the manufacture 
of. these products became a secret process, 
jealously guarded by Italy for fully a hundred 
years. 

The flour from hard wheat is most commonly 
used for manufacturing these pastes and it is 
mixed with a small amount of boiling water 
and mixed and kneaded by powerful machinery 
until the dough is smooth and tough. It is then 
forced out of a cylindrical press through the 
small holes of a perforated iron plate. The 
shape of the holes regulates the mold of the 
product, the smaller kinds being sheared off by 
rotary knives. 

In Itay many colored varieties are manufac- 
tured, being colored yellow with eggs, green 
with spinach juice and red with beet juice. The 
latter two types are the more wholesome. 

Recently many firms have manufactured 
wholewheat macaroni. This has a slight dietetic 
advantage, since it contains some mineral ele- 
ments that have been removed from the white 
flour. However, all of these pastes should be 
eaten with meals containing non-starchy vege- 
tables and the latter will supply the mineral 
elements to make up for the deficiency of the 
flour. : 

Since these products are highly starchy 
foods, they should not be combined with cheese 
or tomatoes as is done in the average recipe. 
The malic acid of the tomato does not form a 
good combination with any starchy food. The 
best way to prepare these pastes is to cook them 
in unsalted water. Care must be taken that the 
water is thoroughly boiling, not merely hot. 
When cooked, they should be separated from 
the water and seasoned with butter or cream.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. O. W. says: “My husband 
tells me I grit my teeth while I am asleep. 
During the daytime I am awfully nervous.” 

ANSWER: The most common cause of grit- 
ting of the teeth during sleep is digestive dis- 
tress. Try using a better diet and use other 
good habits to build up your health and see if 
you can not improve your digestion and your 
nerves at the same time. If the nervousness 
continues, find out what is causing it. Rectal 
trouble, eye strain, and derangements affecting 
the reproductive organs are common physical 
causes of extreme nervousness. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Tom T. writes: “My hus- 
band is having considerable trouble with his 
fingernails. He keeps his hands in gasoline a 
lot, could that have anything to do with it?” 

ANSWER: I would advise that you place 
him on a diet affording him an abundance of 
food minerals needed to grow strong nails, Also 
have him follow the treatment suggested in my 
article on Disorders of the Nails which I will 
send to you if you will write again, giving your 
name and address and enclosing a large, self- 
addressed, stamped envelope. Add an extra 
stamp if you want the article on Food Minerals. 
It is entirely possible that the continuous im- 
mersion of the hands in gasoline might play a 
considerable part in producing the trouble with 
the nails. Have him avoid placing the hands 
in the gasoline insofar as he is able to do so. 

QUESTION: Mr. A. R. states: “My doctor 
diagnosed my case as stomach ulcers and put 
me on a milk diet. While on the milk I de- 
veloped considerable pain and went back to 
solid food. Pains stopped for a month but

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
WHEN CANADA WAS DIVIDED 

On this date in 1791 the historic 
city of Quebec once more ‘saw 
history made. On November 18 
previously a proclamation had 
been issued by General Alured 
Clarke, acting governor general, 
lieutenant governor of the pfto- 
vince of Quebec and commander-. 
in-chief, announcing that the 
Constitutional Act would take 
effect on December 26. 

It was a daring experiment, 
forced by the influx of Protest- 
ants into the province and especi- 
ally into the “upper country”, 
an experiment in government 
which, despite many untoward 
circumstances in its later days, 
served its purpose. It was not 
liked by the French because it 
was an admitted diminution of 
their importance, but it gave them 
the whole eastern part of the 
province as their own, and the 
creation of Upper Canada remov- 
ed from them a number of prob- 
lems of administration which 
would have involved many delic- 
ate issues. 

So it was that, despite their 
dislike for the division, the peo- 
ple of Quebec took part in the 
celebration of the historic event 
which marked this day. As Mrs. 
Simcoe, in her diary wrote: “This 
day the division of the Province

of Quebec into Upper and Lower 
Canada and the new constitution 
given to the former was announc- 
ed by proclamation. There were 
dinners at the hotels and illumin- 
ations at night to commemorate 
this event.” 

She was, of course, wrong as to 
the proclamation. That was is- 
sued six weeks before but there is 
no doubt that there was a cele- 
bration and that the new status 
of Lower Canada was proclaimed. 

Prince Edward, afterwards 


* Duke of Kent, and the officers of 


the Fusiliers, were at one of the 
banquets that night and the birth 
of the new province was well 
drowned in wine, as was the cus- 
tom of the time. Simcoe was not, 
of course, sworn in until July 8, 
1792. Not only had he to wait 
for the winter to break up, but 
also for the arrival of some of 
his councillors, Hence the delay 
of the official inauguration of Up- 
per Canada. The actual birth of 
the province was on December 26, 
1791 


By the way, I have often won- 
dered why so many writers use 
the word “Upper and Lower Can- 
ada”, instead of the reverse, which 
seems to be right, both alphabet- 
ically and historically, for Lower 
Canada is entitled to precedence 
by its previous existence as the 
Province of Quebec.

WHEAT PROSPECTS IN 
AUSTRALIA 


Prospects for the new wheat 
crop in Western Australia have 
been favorably maintained, and 
they have improved in New 
South Wales recently owing to 
good rainfall being recorded 
early in September, writes Mr. 
M. T. Stewart, acting trade corm- 
missioner in Melbourne, in the 
Commercial Intelligence Journal. 
Conditions have seriously deter- 
jorated in Victoria, and a very 
poor crop must be expected un- 
lers a remarkable change takes 
place in the weather, but the 
whole type of weather since 
April-May suggests a dry season. 
South Australia has improved 
and beneficial rains have fallen, 
but soaking rain is still badly 
needed to ensure a reasonable 
crop. Although it is too early in 
the season to give an accurate 
estimate for the total Australian 
crop, conservative judges com- 
pute it at not more than about 
110,000. 000 bushels, which would 


mean an exportable surplus of 
only about 1,500,000 long tons, 
and this only if reasonably good 
weather prevails in October, 
which is the critical month. The 
acreage under wheat in all the 
states is reduced to about 12,750,- 
000 as compared with about 15,- 
000,000 for the 1933-34 season. 


MISSING FIGURES 

The attention to represent the 
increase in the recorded value of 
our exports to Great Britain as 
marking the triumph of the ideas 
embodied in the Ottawa agree- 
ments is a case in point. As the 
Free Press has pointed out, while 
our exports to Great Britain were 
growing (in value as registered in 
today’s currency) by 36 per cent, 
our exports to the United States 
rose about 30 per cent against the 
resistance of the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff, the highest in the world. 

Other comparative figures add 
point to the criticism of this

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CANCER EXPERT 
SOUNDS NOTE 
OF OPTIMISM 


Present Treatments Are 
Positive Cure if Taken 
In Time 

MONTREAL, Dec. 26,.—Infallible 
fn cases reported in time, methods 
of positive nature for the treatment 
of cancer are available at present, 
Dr. J. E. Gendreau, noted radio- 
logist of the Curie school and direc. 
tor of Montreal's Radium Institute, 
declared here yesterday in. a mes- 
Sage, the optimistic contents of 
which he hoped would create a 
lasting impression upon the Cana- 
dian people, 

“We do not have to wait for sup- 
Posed new discoveries or new 
Microbian action,” he stated. 

“We have at present methods of 
treating the disease which are a 
great deal more effective than any 
other means likely to be devised 
for many years to come.” 

Dr. Gendreau's next statement is 
Significant of a belief in the effic- 
acy of surgery and radiation—rad- 
jum and X-rays—he wished more 
people shared with him: “Here at 
the institute we can cure 25 per 
cent of all cases which come to us-—- 
regardless of what stage they are 
in—and if the public and physic- 
jans co-operated by reporting cases 
in thelr early staces we could re- 
verse this ratio to 75 per cent cures | 
@nd 25 per cent lorse:.” 

He deprecated “the great race of 
@cientists to make announcements 
of new discoveries before their col- 
leagues ‘got in’ as they result sole- 
ly in premature reports which are 
fever borne out in fact.” 

His greatest hope, Gendreau con- 
tinued, is to make the public “ean- 
cer-conscious” in such a way that 
the belief that greater stigma at- 
taches to cancer than to any other 
malignant disease will disappear. 
{n this connection he said cancer 
stat'stics were difficult to compile 
In Canada because many autopsie: 
tre “faked” so relatives of cancer 
victims “may feel easier,”

WHEAT SITUATION IN THE 
NETHERLANDS 

Wheat imports into the Nether- 
lands during the third quarter of 
this year totalled only 106,479 
metric tons (one metric ton 
equals 2,205 pounds) compared 
with 151,850 tons during the sec- 
ond quarter of this year, writes 
Mr. W. G. Stark, assistant trade 
commissioner in Rotterdam, in 
the Commercial Intelligence 
Journal. Argentina continues to 
be the chief supplier, imports 
from that country amounting to 
67,977 tons valued at gold $967,- 
600. Shipments from Canada to- 
talled 22,849 tons valued at gold 
$432,000. Argentine offers have 
been strongly competitive, and 
the margin maintained between 
Manitoba No. 3's and best-quality 
Bahia Blanca has encouraged 
buyers to purchase the Plate 
wheat. 


AUSTRALIAN WHEAT PRICES 

From December 1, 1933, up to 
the week ending October 10 the 
total wheat and flour shipments 
from Australia comprised only 
80,180,000 bushels, as compared 
with 142,158,000 bushels for the 
corresponding period of last year, 
writes Mr. M. T. Stewart, acting 
trade commissioner in Melbourne, 
in the Commercial Intelligence 
Journal, European countries have 
not yet shown any indication of 
becoming active importers, al- 
though it is felt in the trade that 
the demand from that quarter 
must increase as the seaton ad- 
vances. Japan has recently 
bought four bulk cargoes of New 
South Wales wheat, but it is un- 
likely that heavy purchases may 
be expected for the Orient for 
some little time. Farmers con- 
tinue to be reluctant sellers, and 
prices have weakened further. 
The average price per bushel at 
country sidings is at present 
equivalent to approximately 48 
cents Canadian (about 60 cents 
Australian). 


THE BRITISHERS “JOBBED” 


Under the arrangement reached 
at the Ottawa conference in 1932, 
the principles on which Canada is 
Protecting her manufacturers 
were definitely outlined. She 
agreed that protection by tariffs 
should be granted against United 
Kingdom products only to those 
Canadian industries “which are 
reasonably assured of sound op- 
portunities for success.” Further 
she agreed that her protective 
duties should not be too high to 
give British producers “full op- 
portunity of reasonable competi- 
tion on the basis of the relative 
cost of economical) and efficient 
production,” 

Evidence presented at Ottawa 
yesterday was to the effect that 
Canadian hosiery companies in- 
creased their share of the Cana- 
dian market from 68.4 per cent in 
1930 to 983 per cent in 1933, Im- 
ports dropped in inverse propor- 
tion. It will thus be seen that so 
far as this part of the textile 
market is concerned British man- 
ufacturers are almost entirely 


frozen out,-Calgary Herald.

VIENNA, Dec. 26,—The bold at- | 
tacks of Dr. Julius Maniu, who lost | 
the prime ministership because of | 
his insistence upon the banishment 
of the red-headed Madame Lupes- 
cu, were reported today to be caus- 
ing a new sensation in Rumania, 
where activities of the king's pro- 
letarian lady are enveloped in a} 
sort of awe and mystery. 

Dr. Maniu, leader of the power- 
ful National Peasants’ party, form- 
er member of the old Austro-Hun- | 
garian parliament, is being severe- 
ly criticized for his refusal to ne- 
gotiate amiably with the king re- 
garding Madame Lupescu’'s status 
“The king,” Maniu replies, “must | 
banish Madame Lupescu.” 

Advices from Bucharest state Ma- | 
dame Lupescu exerts a greater in- | 
fluence over the king than did Ma- 
dame Pompadour over King Louis 
XV of France. 


FEARS ASSASSINATION 

According to reports to the for- 
eign legations in Vienna, Madame 
Lupescu is in such imminent dan- 
ger of assassination by army agents, 
anti-semetic persons and _ others, | 
that she rarely appears in public 
She and the king are said to have 
received numerous threats. She is 
closely guarded by trusted armed | 
agents of the king.

; Some of the letters that come 
| daily to Hope Mission make us 
| realize how awful it must be to 


suffer such luck. One mother 
writes of living in a granary with 
her three children until her log 
shack can be completed. Not one 
of my children has a winter. coat. 
She says: “I have no way to buy 
clothes. I get my firewood myself 
from the bush. I had no home of 
my own. It was the only way out.” 

One man writes: “I would like to 
knqw if you could advise me where 
the country farmers could apply 
for anything in the way of clothing. 
We are not on relief and as our 
grain is frozen it is not fit for feed. 
We are really up against it this 
winter. We raised a big garden, 
and we can get along fairly well 
with the vegetables, but for cloth- 
ing and bedding we are nearly 
destitute. At present I haven't a 
pair of shoes of any description and 
it is very cold. I have four chil- 
dren, girls aged 16, 13, 3, and one 
boy, 5. I can keep the small ones 
in the house, but the two oldest 
have two miles to walk to school 
and they do need footwear in the 
worst way. I would be glad of 
help of any kind in the way of 
clothing, and bedding is urgently 
needed.”

We have three 
girls of school age but they are not 
attending because they haven't 
enough clothing.”

‘Buffet Supper Eases

holiday entertaining without undue 
strain on a budget already strained 
to breaking point by Christmas is 
to give a buffet supper. 
Of course, if you have room for

Here are some menus: 

Creamed crab meat in crustades, 


pickles, celery, olives, cold boiled 
tongue, rolled sandwiches, stuffed 
tomato salad, fruit cake, coffee. 
Oysters, mushrooms and bacon 
en brochette, orange and grape- 
fruit salad with green pepper gar- 
nish, jellied chicken, hot rolls, 


cranberry relish, individual mince 
pies (hot), coffee. 

Shrimp jambalaya, cold baked 
ham, grape juice salad, pumper- 
nickel, individual plum puddings, 
coffee. 

And here are recipes for the 
more difficult dishes: 

CREAMED CRAB MEAT 
IN CRUSTADES 
Cut slices of stale bread three 


Cut into rounds by 
marking a circle with a round 
pointed knife. Remove the centre 
leaving a wall about % inch thick 
on bottom and sides, Fry in deep 
hot fat to a golden brown, The 
fat should be hot enough to brown 
the crustades in 40 seconds, Fill 
with creamed crab meat. 

Oysters, mushrooms, bacon, lem- 
on juice, salt, pepper, melted but- 
ter. 

OYSTERS EN BROCHETTE 

Allow four medium sized oysters 
for each person to be served. Four 
1% inch squares of thinly sliced 
bacon and two mushroom caps 
complete each. Wipe oysters and 
let stand in lemon juice seasoned 
with a few grains of cayenne pep- 
per for one hour, Partially cook 
bacon over a low fire to insure 
crispness. Dip mushrooms and 
oysters in melted butter. Put a 
mushroom cap on each skewer, 
then alternating slices of bacon and 
oysters until four of each are used 
and finish with a mushroom cap 
Place skewers across a narrow 
dripping rack or place them on the 
broiler rack. Broil or cook in a 
very hot oven, 500 degrees F., for 
five minutes. Serve on narrow 
strips of toast and pour over the 
juices which were drawn out dur- 
ing cooking. 

GRAPE JUICE SALAD 


Two tablespoons granulated gela- 
tine, 4 tablespoons cold water, 2 


inches thick,

“War iy the only thing that will 
bring the United States back to bet 
ter economic conditions,” said Dr 
Nearing, “and when that is over 
the country will be in a worse con- 
dition than before.” 
Dr, Nearing stated that he could 


not see any possibility of war in the 
near future as there was too much 
indecision in the relationship of the 
nations today 

"There ig no clear set of alliances 
today,” said Dr. Nearing. “If a na- 
tion went to war today it could not 
tell what allies or what enemies it 
might have.” 


MADE MANY TRIPS 


Dr. Nearing has made several 
trips to Europe studying economic 
conditions, has been twice to Mex« 
ico and made a trip to China where 
he made a first hand study of the 
revolutionary situation 

A visitor to Russia five times, Di 
Nearing was optimistic regarding 
the economic conditions of that 
country 

“Every year the economy of the 
Soviet Union is advancing,” he said, 
“The every day affairs of Russia 
are moving steadily ahead.” 

He admitted that it was impos« 
sible as yet to tell the effect of the 
five-year plan, but asserted that 


production in Russia under the Sov. 
jet Union was getting close to nor- 
mal 

“In Russia people feel that if 
they keep on working they will 
have better living,” said Dr, Near- 
ing. 

Dr. Nearing stated that during his 
last trip to Russia he had been par- 
ticularly impreérsed with the ad- 
vancement made by women, who 
he said, were to be found in many 
responsible administrative positions, 

On a lecture tour through Can- 
ada, Dr. Nearing has given lectures 
in all the larger cities throughout 
the Dominion,

Three years ago, on a blizzardy, 
60-below zero night, Victoria was 
ushered into the world at her 
father's trading post on Cambridge 
Bay. The only attendants were 
Pasley, former Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police officer turned fur 
trader, and an old Eskimo woman. 
The nearest doctor was at Aklavik, | 
1100 miles away. 


LIVED AS ESKIMO 


Since then, until coming south | 
with her mother, Victoria had 
never seen a white child. She 
played with Eskimo children, even 
spoke their language. She is just 
now learning to speak English, an 
English made quaintly amusing 
with her interspersions of native 
dialect. 

The tiny visitor, still walking

ornament by the chief. 

“When the axe’s use was ex- 
plained the following day it was 
rented to the Indians for a blanket 
and enough blankets for a potlach 
were collected.”
